Mr . Oellsrs, la tftilch the Ambassador had stated the basis 
for Chmaany’a interest In Turkey and had described his own 
position in relation to the other German Ambassadors In the 
Middle East. He described Turkey as Germany’s best friend 
In the Middle Beat and as by far the most important country 
in the area beoanse of her special position via-a-vis the 
Arab World. He stated that he was the senior German Ambas- 
sador In the Middle East, and, therefore, exercised Juris- 
diction over other German representatives as far east as 
Pakistan. Exercising his rights as supervisor, ths Ambas- 
sador said, according to Mr. Stewart, chat he was develop- 
ing a eertain amount of coordination of Oman policy in 
the entire Kiddle Bast area.
